CUBAN REFORMS TO COME IN JULY. 


Spanish Government Will Begin at 
Once in Porte Rico. 
{SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Madrid. April 18.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New Tork Journal. -I know on the best 
authority that ‘the government has resolved 
to establish immediately in Porto Rico, and 
probably on July 1 in Cuba, the reforms 
which the Cortes has already voted. The 
Cabinet has authorized the Minister of Ma- 
rine. to prepare supplementary estimates to 
the amount of from $12,000,000 to $14,000,000 
to be spent in five years, chiefly for na val 
construction. The Minister of War has 
been authorized to draw up supplementary 
estimates to the amount of $40,000,000 to be 
spent in tem years for the increase of the 
army, armament, artillery, and defense of 
“coasts. These estimates will be presented 
to the Cortes at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and will be undoubtedly approved.

Otherwise this has been a dull week in 
Parliament.

The main fight of the session will be over 
the education bill.

While the bill will certainly be car- 
ried by a large majority, there is a strong 
feeling of opposition to it in the country, 
as is shown by the frequent meetings and 
forcible protests from all sections. The 
Liberals are united on this question, but di- 
vided on nearly every other mattes ot party 
policy. The extreme Radicals and labor 
members have formed a néw group, and 
threaten to act independently with whips of 
their own. This split will incrense the dit- 
ficulty of leading the opposition, but Sir 
William Harcourt, owing to his democratic 
scheme of finance, has more authority over 
that section of the party than aay one else 
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humor and crackled with fine irony at the.

At present all the Liberals, Democrats, 
and dissenting Conservatives elected to the

Waterloo, Ia., April 18.—[Special.]—Relig- 
fous strife has cast its shadow of gloom over 
Waterloo. A one-man fight against sin has 
developed into factional strife, and half the 
town is prepared at all times for fistic en- 
counters or tongue-lashings as the sex may 
be. i 
The trouble began three days ago. An 
evangelist was brought here to carry on a 
war against sin. The good work went on 
for a whole day. Then the saver of men be- 
came abusive. He referred to an editor as 
a prevaricator. In return he was men- 
tioned in the papers. 

He then said “ Waterloo is as rotten as 
hades.“ This sentiment was indorsed pub- 
licly by a local attorney. 

At a meeting, which the evangelist held 
last night, he asked the audience to vote on 


JOHN T. SMITH, SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN MURDERED BY UNION MEN. 


He was struck over the head with a heavy 
piece of gas-pipe by a man who filed into the 
adjoining alley. The blow crushed Mre 
Smith’s skull and he fell backwards down 
the steps of his basement office. 

John Ryan is under arrest, suspected of 
being connected with the crime. He is 4 
member of the Steamfitters’ Union No. 2, and 
is the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Building 
Trades Council. 

He is held upon the evidence of four wit- 
nesses, who, Inspector Fitzpatrick says, 
identify him with the scene of the murder,

The motive for the crime is believed to be 
in the refusal of the Patek-Smith shop to 
sign union agreements with the Brother- 
hood of Painters and Decorators No. 147. 
The shop was furnished with a topy of the 
agreement April 1. A verbal refusal to 
adopt union regulations was then made, but 
the document was never sént back and no 
more formal -answer was given. This is 
supposed to have stirred up the wrath of the 
painters. 
Smith Threatened. 

Mr. Smith had been threatened with vid- 
lence last December, it is said, because of a 
conflict with the painters at that time. 

Six men who said that they,were union 
painters. went to the shop of the Patek- 
Smith company, at 12:30 o’clock yesterday 
and asked for employment. . Mr. Smith told 
them to return on Monday. A. H. Patek, 
his partner, was absent. J. R. Patek, a 
brother, went out of the office after five of 
the men had departed. He heard the man 
who remained ask: 

„Do you employ union labor?” 

That man is the one who struck the mur- 
derous blow a few minutes later, and the 
police are trying to show he was John Ryan. 
As soon as he was alone Mr. Smith went 
up to the sidewalk. He was sitting on the 
iron rail. A man came out of the alley with 
a piece of heavy gas-pipe wrapped in news- 
paper. They talked for a minute. 

Murdered Without Warning. 

out warning the man swung the

Mr. Smith with terrific force across the left 
side of the head. The blow knecked Smith 
down the steps, and he fell heavily, with his 
head dowaward, almost to the bottom. The 
gaspipe rolled down the steps also.

“They paid for our beer and joked us into 
good-humored talk, One of them got a 
heavy piece of as pipe in a neighboring 
building and wrapped it in a newspaper 
which had held our lunch.

At Peru Davies went under the name of

t was dpring the early of May, 1805. 
Davies botght out the ate Hee 2 in- 
stitution of O. P. Wright at East Peru. He 
zed and incorporated the bank, and 
8 n business. . The bank was a 
private one and the force Was 
Simply the proprietor. He interested . a 
number of Des Moines parties in his bank 
and sold stock to them. He kept deposits in 
two Des Moines banks, Which he withdrew 
isefore leaving for parts unknown. 

The manner of his eecape from jail has 
caused a great deal of comment and some 
criticism. His trial had been set for yester- 
day. He made his escape just two days be- 
vn the time. The time itself shows plan- 


Probable Aid in Escape. 


Davies had been allowed com in his 
cell at the jail. It is believed that be had an 
accomplice and assistance in getting cut. It 
was necessary for him to saw the iron bars 
of his cell floor, and it was also necessary for 
him to make an excavation through sold 
earth for ten or more feet, requiring the use 
of a spade. Both the saw and the spade 
used in the work were unquestionably smug- 
gied in to Davies by friends who visited him. 

The dirt that was taken from the excava- 
tion was distributed about the jail and 
thrown on top of the cells so that it was un- 
noticed. The n had worked for their lib- 
erty for more than two weeks. The work 
was one of the most wonderful pieces of tun- 
neling ever done. It is all the more wonder- 
ful when it is considered two men accom- 
plished it.» Davies“ assistant was a Des 
Moines man, in jail for larceny in Madison 
County. First, the two men sawed the bars 
which separated their cells. Then the work 
of sawing through the floor of Streeter’s 
cell was commenced. 

It must have occupied some days—days of 
fearful anxiety. From that point they 
started the-excavation under the wall of the 
jail. The exit was made in the jail yard, 
fully ten feet from the wall. How all this 
work was done without discovery is a mar- 
ba BP ig supposed to have occupied two 
weeks. 


Woman a Possible Confederate. 


It is now thought there may have been a 
woman in the case and that she may have 
played an important part in the escape of 
Davies from jail. Shortly after Davies’ im- 
prisonment there came from Des Moines a 
woman who gave her name as Mrs. Ryder, a 
grass widow. She came to Winterset and 
took service at the Stanfield House, from 
which meals are supplied to the prisoners in 
the county jail. The meals were taken from 
the hotel to the prison by George Stanfield, 
the: proprietor of the boarding-house. He 
now confesses that the woman and Davies 
carried oh a correspondence through notes 
placed in the basket with the meals. 

On one or two occasions notes were found 


‘concealed in fine cakes baked by the woman 


for the prisoner and sent to him as special 


delicacies on Sundays and other holidays. 


The woman was also in the habit of accom- 
nying Stanfield and was permitted at dif, 
0 times to interview the prisoner. 

All this time the matter seems not to have 
aroused the suspicions of the jailer, who be- 
lieved that the woman was simply doing 
those things out of the kindness of her heart. 

It ia now believed this. woman was the real 
go-between and that she kept the prisoner 
in communication with friends. 

She denies all guilt. She says Davies was 
an-old lover of hers and this fact prompted 
her to place herself near him in the time of 
his trouble. >

On the basis of 400 and a frac- 
tion the convention this year would have 
806 votes, and 252 of them, or 150 lees than a 
majority, would be from Cook County. 


Basis et Representation.

SOME QUEER THINGS ABOUT THE LIVER. 


Why a Man in Front of the Camera 
Feels Like a Contortionist 


Short of Training. 


HEN the photographer, apparently 
moved by an ill-concealed enmity 
toward nature, sets his victim's 
head against an uncomfortable rest 

and twists it into a more than uncomfortable | 
amen the victim is prone to remark: 

“ Why, I never held my head like that in 
my life.” 

He is also prone to shift it imperceptibly 
back toward what he considers. the correct 
posture, keeping the while a furtive eye upon 
the genius of the camera lest he be discov- 
ered in the act. And so far as facts go the 
victim is right. He never did hold his head 
in that position save when it was being pho- 
tographed. But the photographer knows 
what he is about, and the more completely 
he is left to his own devices the better is 
the resulting picture. For there are more 
things in heaven and earth than the man 
who is photographed has dreamed of, and on 
the list is found the manner in which he car- 
ries his head. 7 

Almost invariably the photographer de- 
presses the right side, ot the head. He sees 
that it is held higher than the left, and de- 
spite the objection of the victim he endeavors 
to put it straight. But in all likelihood the 
photographer knows no more than the fact, 
and the reasons for it he has never investi- 
gated, It is here that science, through the 
medium of certain professors scattered here 
and there about the world, steps in and ac- 


counts for — facts. 
In the firs 


says science W 
the Pict K. 4 the face is not symmetrical. 
When the mouth and chin are in a ntal 
position one eye, nearly always the right 
eye, is higher than the other. Then science 
and art pool their intellects and announce 
that in the tues of which the world is, 
most d, the Venuses, alleged Venuses, 
and the like, which are sup to repre-. 
sent the ideals in beauty, this same thing 
is found. They make the astonishing state- 
ment that in perfect regularity beauty is not 
found. After which, having proved its 
point. science makes the remark that it cuts 
no. particular figure anyway, and p 
to give the reason why a man properly ar- 
ranged before the camera feels like a con- 
tortionist.

Then science smiles with a ‘self-satisfied 
smirk, and clears up the matter along the 
a ig line. The liver is a d 


heed 

liver ies well te the right side. There are 
some men who have the thing reversed and 
carry the heart on the right side and the 
liver on the left, but they may be regarded 
as freaks and totally ignored. The summary 
of the matter is that most men have a heavy 
body, called the liver, which they carry 
somewhere between the shoulder and the 
hip on the right side. The presence of th's 
organ makes the right side of the body heav- 
ier than the left, and for that reason it is 
easier to bring the center of gravity over the 
right foot than over the left. All men enjoy 
the easy way of doing things, and so most 
of them stand with the weight on the right 
foot, using the left almost entirely to keep 
the balance. Incidentally this gives some 
semblance of practicability to the threat of 
putting a brick on the head of a growing 
child to keep it small, for it allows the left 
leg to grow longer than the right; so far as it 
affects the photographer, it simply makes 
the right hip higher than the left. In its 
effort to maintain the perpendicular the 
spine curves slightly to the left, but the 
curve is not sufficient to correct the entire 
variation, and when the head rests easily 


on the vertebre it is tilted somewhat, the 


right side being the higher. 

It is this that the photographer does his 
He sets the head nearly 
square on the shoulders, and the victim feels 
as thotigh he were being twisted out of all 
semblance to human form. The photog- 
rapher does not set the head quite square. 
If he did the effect would be even worse than 
if. he left it alone, for, like the people in the 
fairy tale, every one is so used to seeing 
things wrong that if they were set wholly 
right there would be no beauty in them. .For 
science and art again pool their intellects 

and state that there is no beauty in a car- 
riage which keeps the head exactly square 
on the shoulders. But he corrects enough of 
it so that the tilt of the head is no more no- 
ticeable in the photograph than in the living 
object of the picture. 

The photographer is in constant battle 
with the unhappy fact that all things are 
not as they seem.

Commissioner Kent Talks. 


Commissioner Kent was seen late last 
night and admitted that charges had been 
made by the Civic Federation against em- 
ployés of his department, but said he had 
not had time to examine the document care- 
fully and only had a general knowledge of 
its contents. 

Mayor Swift handed the paper to me late 
yesterday afternoon,“ said the Commission- 
er, and asked me to look into it, but it was 
so late that I merely glanced over it and did 
not examine it carefully.”’

At the point we entered a battery of 
rebel artillery was posted, and ag we passed 
the guns I saw pyramids of shells piled on 
the ground in the rear of each gun, and 
every gunner in position to give us a warm 
reception. On reaching the rvad columns 


of rebel infantry were moving in perfect 


order, and I recall hearing a soldier shout

arms on?’ 

“tT had folded the towel out of sight as 
soon as I reached the rebel line. When we 
reached the place where Sims had left Gen.

vette. As the boat came alongside a dirty 
Turkish officer stood up in the stern sheets. 
and pointing with his thumb in the genera! 
direction of Constantinople, exclaimed: 
“Stamboula git!“ The officer of the deck 
did not understand the whole force of the 
expression (Go to Constantinople). but with 
the quick wit of a Yankee he instinctively 
divined the significance of the “git” (an 
imperative from the Turkish verb gitmek), 
which seemed to possess a certain resem- 
blance to Yankee slang, and immediately 
gave orders to get the anchor aboard and 
bear away up the strait toward Stamboul 
as fast as the slow American tub. could 
travel. Outgoing (that is, westward bound) 
vessels stop their engines abreast of a 
Turkish guardship no bigger than a North 
River tug, anchored about two miles above 
Chanak-Kalesi, and there the permission in 
documentary form which they had received 
authorizing the navigation of the Turkish 
waters by them they deliver up before steam- 
ing on past Chanak out among the Greek 
islands of the Avgean. If a venturesom?® or 
ignorant merchant steamer on entering the 
strait presumes to pass on beyond a certain 
point a shot is fired across her bow, and the 
cost of the powder thus burned is collected 
scrupulously from the owners or agents 
of the vessel on her arrival at Stamboul. as 
Oriental logic fails to comprehend why poor 
Turkey should pay for any foreign disre- 
gard of her rules! 

The Dardanelles practically constitute the 
front door of the Turkish Empire (at least 
as regards its westward exposure), whereat 
many would-be visitors are now ringing the 
bell. But the Turk is not at home to all 
callers. and just now is especially shy of 
euch observers as foreign men-of-war that 
may be hanging around Besica Bay—a niece 
of water just off the famous plain of Troy, 
where Dr. Schliemann made his much-dis- 
cussed discoveries, which is readily reached 
by a few hours’ ride from Chanak-Kalesi 
along the southern shore of the Dardanelles 
and thence up and over a fine range of hills 
that affords a maa«nificent view of Samoth- 
race. Imbros. and other historic islets of

extent to Which the Installment Busi- 
ness in Chicago Has Grown. 

Few people know the extent of the install- 
ment business in Chicago. Nearly every- 
thing that goes to provide the necessaries 
and luxuries of life can be bought on time 
and paid for in small installments weekly or 
monthly. : 

This business is no longer confined to the 
small houses that deal in furniture and 
house. furnishing goods, but some of the 
largest retail stores in Chicago sell goods of 
almost every description on the 50-cent-a- 
week plan when they have to or lose trade. 
Of course none of the larger houses advertise 
to sell on the installment plan, and there are 
a few State street and Wabash avenue stores 
that do not let goods go out unless they are 
paid for on the spot, but these exceptions are 
few. 

You can buy a buggy or a carriage by mak- 
ing a small payment down and the rest 
monthly, and harness and horses can be had 
in the same way. If you want a diamond, a 
gold watch, a wedding ring, a shotgun, a bi- 
cycle, a typewriter, or a house and lot the 
purchase can be made and the goods deliv- 
ered by paying about one-tenth of the cost 
down. The remainder will be strung along 
for weeks, months, or even years, according 
to circumstances.

The circumstances that gave rise 
to the formation of this collection is founded 
on the following story, which, unfortihately 


for the good name of a late resident of the 


State, is strictly true. This citizen had be- 


come widely and unfavorably known through 


the publicity given to the many acts of cru- 
elty. to dumb brutes and harsh treatment of 


members of his family of which he had been 


guilty, and public execration had in several 
— yr aggravated instances ost as- 
sumed the form of a call from a vigilance 
committee, As a crowning illustration of 
the innate meanness of his nature he had con- 
demned a refractory mule to be worked with 
a bridle bit made of barbed wire, a species 
of torture it is needless to state that-none 
but the most cruel would have conceived, 
much less have carried into execution. After 
a brief, enforced submission to this method 
of. punishment the mule improved a particu- 
larly favorable opportunity to mete out well 
merited punishment to his human tormentor 
and by a well direeted and vigorous kick on 
the head stretched him lifeless on the ground 
beside the plow with which he had been 
working.

It was hoped 
that the defeat of this negative proposition 
would be, accepted as a declaration that 
women were entitled to delegate privileges, 
and the result has partly sustained the ex- 
pectations of the promoters, for the Hamil- 
ton amendment has been defeated. It is 
claimed by its opponents, however, that 
the later Baltimore amendment was in the 
nature of a substitute, that it was so con- 
sidered by many of the distriet conferences 
which acted on it and tabled the Hamilton 
measure, and that the defeat of the Balti- 
more measure must be accepted as the final 
defeat of the entire proposition. 

This will be the issue before the Cleve- 
land conference, the Hamilton measure be- 
ing used as a wedge to open discussion. 
It is the general opinion that women have 
small chance for reeognition at this time. 
It is not believed the delegates, even those. | 
who are friendly to the ultimate suecess 
of the women’s cause, will consent to seat 
them when any cloud can rest on the 
legality of the proceedings under the church 
law.

BUILD NO MORE GOVERNMENT DUNGEONS 
In the designs and construction 1 the 
new government building too much stitess 
cannot be laid upon the necessity of maton 
ing the faults which are so conspicuous in 
the present structure. The most glaring of 
these faults are the unnecessaty thickness 
and consequent weight of the walls, the

La Loſe Fuller shot like a fire ball 
across the sky of the city she calls her home 
and in two brief nights abundantly dem- 
onstrated the reasons Paris, London, and the 
other European capitals have for applauding 
her art. To her belongs the credit of hav- 
ing originated a new form of entertainment, 
possible only since the attainment of the 
presént perfection in electrical lighting, and 
therefore truly fin de siécle. 

So much has been said about Miss Ful- 
ler’s succession of movements being not 
dancing, but some other kind of motion that 
it is worth while going to the dictionary to 
learn just what dance really means. 
The noun is deffned by Webster as a leap- 
ing or stepping with motjons of the body 
adjusted to the measure of a time,“ and the 
verb as “to leap or move with measured 
steps, or to a musical accompaniment, to 
go through, either alone or in company with 
others, with a regulated succession of move- 
ments, to the sound of music.’’ Surely, the 
motions through which La Loſe directs 
her feet, arms, and body fall within these 
definitions.

NEW MANUFACTURING BUILDING. 


Win Be Added te the Piant of the 
Western Electric Company. . 

The Western Electric company has just 
completed a new building at a cost of $125,- 
000, and is preparing to build another to cost 
an equal argount. 

The stricture nearly completed extends 
from No. 2 to No. 248 Jefferson street, and 
is 180 feet front by 50 deep. It is regarded 
as one of the most completely fireproof man- 
ufacturing buildings in Chicago. With 
metal partitions and steel construction 
throughout it is practically beyond the 
reach of flames. Not a particle of wood has 
been used in the construction, excepting for 
finishing. The building is equipped with 
automatic sprinklers. A novel feature is 
the use of numerous bays on the west side, 
giving ample light for the workmen and fol- 
lowing the lines of the most sanitary manu- 
facturing buildings. } 

The proposed building, for which plans 
are being prepared, will correspond in its

the company's plant and will be 50x100 feet, | 


with two wings 40x60 feet. 

In this structure will be placed the boilers 
and engines which will provide power for 
the entire plant. A new system. of electrical 
power transmission with indiyidual dyamos 
for the different rooms is being placed In all 
the buildings ot the plant, and will save much 
of the energy wasted in the transmission of 

r by heavy shafting.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


Buildings Planned and Under Way In 
and About Chicago, 

A new hotel is planned for the Stock- 
Yards district, to be located at the corner 
of Root street and Emerald avenue. The 
building will be four stories and basement 
high and 75 feet front by 100 deep. The 
exterior will be of buff-colored pressed 
brick. The interior will be finished in mo- 
saic, oak, and Arkansas pine. The offices 
of the hotel and a large dining-room will be 
located on thé main floor. The other stories 
will be divided into 108 guests’ chambers. 
As planned the hotel will cost upwards of 
$100,000.

This total is nearly 1,000,000 bu 
less than for the same week last year, but is 
still considered fairly large, in view of the 
statements made regarding the exportable 
surplus of the Argentine Republic. Of the 
continental markets Berlin showed the great- 
est advances. Near by futures were up 1% 
marks and deferred 1 mark. Paris was up 
15 centimes on the near by deliveries, while 
Antw&p was unchafiged. The favorable 
weather is against prices, and, while the 
bears admit that the season is being de- 
layed in the Northwest, they insist that the 
thorough soaking which is being given the 
spring wheat States is exactly what is need- 
ed, and will more than offset a delay of two 
or three weeks in seeding. Local shipments 
were large at 536,000 bu, still reflecting the 
opening of navigation. Receipts in the 
Northwest were 3607 cars, against 484 the 
same day last week and 197 the same day 
last year. Clearances for the week were 
considerably larger than for the previous 
week, and in view of the small supplies at 
seaboard points are quite large. Over 25 
per cent of the weekly clearances, however, 
were from the Pacific coast. Wheat clear- 
ances yesterday amounted to nothing, and 
the total exports in wheat and flour were 
equivalént to but 94,000 bu, against 826,000 
bu received at all primary points. Local 
receipts were 12 cars, against 45,000 bu faken 
out of store. The general expectation is 
for a decrease of 1,000,000 bu in the visible 
supply tomorrow. .The highest price. fer 
May wheat for the day was 86%, a frac- 
tion lower than the previous close. The de- 
cline continued to and stopped at put price.

statistical statements are received 


by the Board of Trade until a few years ago,

fied as a market factor.and received by pri- 
vaté dispatches. It is considered the proper 
thing to sell wheat in anticipation of it on 
a certain day of every week and on a given 


| hour of that day its receipt is the signal for 


a foot race among operators between the 
telegraph stands and the pit and wild and 
excited trading. A Half hour later it is for- 
gotten and the people not fixed for it are 
complaining of its utter unreliability. 


“Oficial Visible.” 
The “ official visible is another statistical 


| announcement which the merest tyro in 
wheat speculation knows all about. A show- 
ing is made of a fixed number of wheat sup- 
ply points, and although it may be known 
definitely there are enormous supplies at 
points not included this fact cuts no figure 
whatever. Only stocks in what are known 
Jes regular warehouses are enumerated and 
1 the mere change of a warehouse from the 
1 to the . class may make a 


thange statistically as significant as the 
rt of a halt million busheis of grain or 


wheat transferred at Buffalo from 
essels to canal boats does not lose its 
representation in the visible, while grain 
transferred to railway cars does. Grain 
‘going East from Buffalo disappears statis- 
and does not reappear until it reaches 

its destination at the seaboard. 

At the close of navigation last fall several | 
hundred thousand bushels of wheat were 
tempo lost at Buffalo. On account ofa 
grain bi ade it was impossible to unload 
lake vessels either into elevators or canal 
boats. When cargoes have been on the lake 
A certain time they are counted out of the 
item “on lakes.” Because of the delay a 
number of cargoes were figured off the lakes, 
but were not in store at Buffalo or on the 
canal, This complication occurs nearly 
every autumn. Pogsibly the visible supply 
estimates are the best that can be obtained, 
but it is an easy matter to point out incon- 
sistencies in them. 

e same is true of primary market re- 
ceipts and shipments. There are heavy re- 
ceipts of grain at points not enumerated as 
primary markets, while the Atlantic ports 
through which the great proportion of the 
trade in corn has been done this winter until 
a few weeks ago were not even named on the 
list posted by the Board of Trade. 


Wheat on the Ocean. 


On Saturday of each week a statement is 
made of the American export of wheat and 
flour. This is one element accepted as mak- 
ing or marring values. On Monday of the 
following week an estimate is made of the 
quantity of wheat on ocean passage between 
22 countries and the importing coun- 
tries of Europe. If the Saturday statement 
shows American exports to be exceptionally 
heavy there is prampt and immediate im- 
provement in prices and the speculators be- 
come bullish. The natural result of. heavy 
exports is, to increase the quantity of wheat 
on passage. THis appears to be the simplest 
kind of a proposition, but no matter how 
buoyant the feeling may be on Saturday the 
showing of an increase on passage Monday 
is. a wet blanket on the trade. Everything is 
forgotten but the fact foreign demand is be- 
ing temporarily offset by more liberal sup- 
plies in transit. 

It there is room for criticism in the char- 
acter of the purely statistical information 
what must be said about the gossip received 
by every house on the board. It was only a 
few weeks ago an unsubstantial report that 
a number of vessels had been lost in ‘the 
Black Sea was construed into a bull factor 
by a course of reasoning which included the 
assumption that all those vessels were 
loaded with wheat. 

Cause of Fluctuations. 


On just such news, however, the rank and 
file of speculators will sell short and subse- 
quently scramble to cover and cause the fluc- 
tuations for which no logical satisfactory 
reason can be given to any one entirely out- 
side the business. 

Through it all there runs an element of 
superstition. The appearance of “ Crazy 
Mary in the gallery of the Board of Trade 
used to be a signal for general buying, and 
the same condition has a milder manifesta- 
tion in what is termed trading on the alma- 
nac. Nearly all of the old traders have 
proverbs innumerable regarding the useless- 
ness of buying or selling wheat at a certain 
season or in a certain month. 

It does not take much to move prices. The 
appearance of an umbrella down on the side- 
walk during a drought has been the occasion 
of selling, and one of the stock stories of the 
board is of a short: seller\ of corn: in a pro- 
longed dry spell who sprinkled his hat at 
the water cooler, dashed into the pit, and on 
the break caused by the supposed rain got

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STATUE of Hans Christian Andersen, 
childhood’s wondrous story-teller, 
will be unveiled on Saturday, June 
6, in the presence of the children 

froth the public schools, representative 


Danes from every part of the United States, 
the Danish Minister from Washington, and 
a distinguished gathering from the profes- 
sional and business circles of Chicago. The 
place selected in Lincoln Park is at the head 
of the swan lake, the favorite place in the 
park for the children. 

The statue is of bronze, cast at the Ameri- 
can bronze works at Grand Crossing, and the 
gculptor is the distinguished Danish-Ameri- 
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The movement by the Danes to present a 
Chicago park with a statue of the great 
Danish author was commenced in 1891, when 
the Hans Christian Andersen Monument 
Association was incorporated. The cost of 
the statue has been over $10,000, and during 
the last five years this sum has been col- 
lected from Danish-Americans in ‘every part 
of the country. 

The statue is eight feet high, l on 
a solid pedestal of Minnesota granite over 
ten feet high, and by art-critics the statue 
is pronounced a splendid. ikeness and one of 
Gelert's best creations. e author is rep- 
resented in the act of composing one of his 
child tales with the wild swan beside him. 

What American child, or, for that part, 
what child of any nationality, does not know 
Andersen’s fairy tales? The Ugly Duck- 
ling,” The Storks,“ The Snow Queen,“ 
„The Goloshes of Fortune,“ The Constant 
Tin Soldier,” “ The Emperor’s New Clothes,” 
“The Little Match Girl,“ and half a hun- 
dred more have been translated into nearly 
every language spoken on our globe. 

It has been said that * the power of per- 
sonifying that which seems to have no per- 
sonality is strongest in childhood, but is very 
apt to die dut or become indistinct jn later 
years.” Andersen never lost this power; he 
cultivated it and that which with children is 
vivid but formless became with him even 
more vivid, but ordered and disposed as by 
the laws of art. He was the interpreter to 
the world of that creative power which ifs 
significant of childhood: The child spoke 
through him, and he himself was, as the un- 
varying testimony of his friends shows, a 
child all life. The naiveté which is so 

element in his storf®s was an ex- 
ree of his own artless nature. 
Not a Lover of Children. 


But Andersen was not a lover of children. 
When it was proposed to erect to him a 
statute: in his native country and the de- 
signer represented him with a child on his 
knee end children gathered around him, 
Andersen with disdain rejected the whole 
design, saying, I am not in the habit of 
coddling chi ren „if his biographers are 
to be believed he said brats.“ His ambi- 
tion was to become a great author and his 
children’s wonder tales were the spontaneous 
outcome of his brilliant genius. He was an 
excessively vain man, but his vanity was 
the innocent egotism of a child who wants 
everybody to look at him when he is doing 
anything which pleases himself. It is still 
difficult for Danes to accept cordially the 
conspicuous position in that . literature 
which Andersen holds in the eyes of for- 
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My dear Hans Andersen.“ 


eigners. As a dramatist, poet, and novelist 
his artistic and creative power is below 
others of his time and nation, and it wil: 
be found that when Danish literature is 
named Andersen ig quite the only figure in 
it of familiar repute beyond the boundaries 
of his own country, and this not by virtue 
of his larger works, but through his chil- 
dren’s wondrous stories. 

By his contemporaries he was considered 
a child in man’s form. The feeling which 
Andersen entertained for Dickens was very 
warm; it was like the enthusiasm of a child 
for an older person. In writing to Dickens 
Andersen always addressed him My pre- 
cious darling Dickens,“ and Dickens replied 
with a mixture of cordiality and British 
phlegm, My dear and worthy Hans,“ or 
In one letter he 
sends to Gadshill be says: Dear, blessed 
Charles Dickens,“ and signs himself Your 
Thankful, Faithful Friend.” 

Wulle in England he was a guest of Lady 
(then Miss) Burdett Coutts and was so 
awed and afraid of his hostess’ stately funk- 
los that he dodged them when he met them 
in the halis or stairways, and when he 
wanted anything rushed in with his requests 
even for a glass or water to Miss Burdett 
Coutts herself. 

Andersen was born April e. 1805. The son 
of a poor cobbler, his paternal grandmother

A 
poor neighbor who stood godfather consoled 
her in the meantime with the 4ssurance that 
the louder I screamed as a child the more 
pleasingly I would sing when I became 
older, but the prediction was not fulfilled, as 
I have never been able to sing a note.’ 

Perhaps the ‘good man meant another 
kind of song.

FARMER HAS A FRIEND IN THE CROW. 


. LL G7 Mh bpp What He Does for the Farm and the 
‘ Ye Crops, Despite His Reputation. 

If farmers would make a study of natural 
history and its bearings on their property 
the relation of hawks to their hen coops, 
for instance—there would be better paying 


crops. 

The Tear Book of the Department of 
Agriculture tells about cow blackbirds and 
what they eat. About 2,300 of their stomachs 
have been examined, and of these 2,258 con- 
tained food. The birds were killed in twen- 
ty-six States. Forty-eight per cent ot the 
food was animal, 48 per cent vegetable, and 
4 per cent was mineral. The blackbird has 
a variety of things it eats. 

„The animal food, says the report, con- 
sisted of insects, spiders, myriapods (thou- 
sand legs), crawfish, earth worms, sowbugs, 
hair snakes, snails, fishes, tree toads, sala- 
manders (newts), lizards, snakes, birds’ 
eggs, and mice.“ To these might have been 
added young birds, fieh cast up by the tide, 
minnows caught while swimming in shal- 
low water, and probably meat and carrion 
of various kinds. Most of the animal food 
is, of course, insects. These constitute 46 
per cent of the total, the other 2 per cent 
being the larger things, like mice. The ani- 
mal food is taken mostly in the summer. 
In the winter the food is mostly vegetable 
matter. The insects the bird kills more 
than make up the damage he does, especially 
as his nest robbing appears to — only an 
incidental habit not often indulged in. A 
large flock of the birds would of course de- 
stroy a lot of grain. Some 50,000 would eat 
‘about 3,000 pounds a day, but they would 
consume as many insects, which would 
»more than destroy the amount the bird does.

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Ibteresting Discoveries in Egypt. 
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AMES HENRY BREASTED, Egyptol- 
ogist of the University of Chicago, has 
received a letter from W. M. Flinders 

_j Petrie, which gives a hint of some val- 
Uable discoveries which Mr. Petrie made. 
The letter is followed by some explanatory 
notes by Prof. Breasted, who has also fur- 
nished photographs, hieroglyphics, and a 
map, all of which will be found interesting, 
The letter is substantially as follows: 

‘The Ramesseum, Luxor, Feb, 14,.1896.—My 
Dear Breasted: I am very glad to hear that 
you are getting on well and that your folks 
see their way clear to help the E. R. A.

the rising sun. It is covered with Greek in-

morging. In reality the two figures are 
statues of Amenhotep III., set up by him, as 


was customary, on either side the portal of a 


stood. The fact is, the eye is able to see 
very little. It can appreciate and turn to 
account in producing an impression upon the 
retina but a very limited proportion, barely 
more than an octave of the waves or vibra- 
tions that may actuate the ether or medium 
which pervades all space. The ear is a more 
sensitive instrument for sound vibrations, 
since most people can appreciate the notes 
within the compass of a piano, but even here 
there must be a limit. Some persons can- 
not recognize the extreme top notes or rapid 
undulations until the ténsion of the strings 
is reduced, When the note is appreciated, 
having been brought down to the level of 
the ear’s capacity and the vibrations re- 
duced in frequency, In the same way the 
photographic plate has brought within our 
vision countless stars which the eye, even 
aided by the telescope, fails to see. The 
sensitive plate, in other words, records in- 
finitely more than the eye, and this prop- 
erty is utiliged to bring things within range 
of human vision. So it is with the “xX” 
or Roentgen rays, and doubtless there are 
other rays which have a greater penetrative 
power. Opacity is, indeed, a phenomenon 
existing merely for an eye like ours, which, 
if constructed a little differently, would en- 
able us to see easily through walls. Perhaps 
it is a wise provision that it is not so. 

The fact that photograplis have been 
taken with no apparent source of light ap- 
pears to be due to the property of probably 
most things, of absorbing certain rays and 
giving them out again in the dark. Thus, 
if a transparent photographic proof has 
been freely exposed to the light and then 
taken into the dark room and placed over 
a sensitive plat 
development, wi tive 
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HE charity which consists not in the 
careless giving of money, but is the 
result of thought and study, and is 


designed to help the poor to help them- | 


selves rather than to bestow alms, is that 
to which society must look for any ameliora- 
tion of the condition of that unfortunate 
part of humanity commonly known as the 
“submerged tenth,” and in that connec- 
tion the recent work of the New York Asso- 
ciation for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor is interesting. 

It is interesting to all men, because 
sufficient work has been done not only 
to show the effect in the present 
but to furnish some basis for esti- 
mation of the probable results of the 
future;. but it is especially interesting to 
Chicagoans, because the New York society 
is attempting to cover ground which, in 
spite of the city’s many charities, is but par- 
tially and ineffectually covered in Chicago, 
Moreover, the conditions in the two cities 
are so nearly alike as to be almost identical. 
New York's population is more congested, 
but the percentages prepared for one city 
might do almost without change for the 
other, even in relations where such a fact 
might least be expected. In fact many of 
the New York society’s estimates where 
New York figures were lacking have been 
based on Chicago statistics. specially is 
this so in relation to the educational sys- 
tems, for New York had had no school cen- 
sus for more than fifty years, and Chicago’s 
census for 90 and ‘92 was used in its place. 

* New York Association for Improving 
the"Condition of the Poor was organized in 
1843, and from that time to the present has 
occupied a steadily increasing field of work. 
In 1851 it projected the Juvenile Asylum and 
founded the Demilt Dispensary; in 1862 it 
established the Northwestern Dispensary, 
and the same year it founded public washing 
and bathing establishments; in 1855 it organ- 
ized the Workingmen's Home; in 1862 the 
Association for the Ruptured and Crippled, 
and so on through the following years, every 
two or three of which saw the beginning of 
some new charitable departure, or some 
addition to the charities then in existence. 
But it is only of recent years that the most 
interesting work of the association has come 
into prominence. 

Design of the soctation. 

As set forth by the leaflets and reports, the 
design of the association is the elevation of 
the moral and physical condition of the 
indigent, and, so far as is compatible with 
this, the relief of their necessities.”” it en- 
deavors to elevate the home life, health, and 
habits of the poor: to see that all deserving 
cases of destitution are promptly relieved: 
to make employment, wherever practicable 
the basis of relief; to supply hot and cold 
water baths for the people at convenient lo- 
calities at small cost; to provide adequate 
fresh air benefits for the working classes 
who cannot supply them for themselves; to 
reduce vagrancy and pauperism, and ascer- 
tain their true causes; te prevent indiscrim- 
inate and duplicate alnis-giving: to secure 
the community from imposture; and to im- 
prove the sanitary condition of the dwell- 
ings of the poor. 

In fact, the association takes a hand in 
any and all things which affect the condition 
of the poverty-stricken, and its work is lim- 
ited only by the lack of money and the un- 
fortunate proclivity on the part of the poor 
to let things drift, and make no strong at- 
tempt to better themselves. The association 
is supported by contributions and a system 
of memberships, divided into three heads, 
life membership, patron, afd annual mem- 
bership. The payment of $10 entitles one to 
an annual membership and a book of refer- 
ences whereby an applicant can be referred 
to the association; the position of patron is 
achieved by the annual payment of $25, and 
a life membership is given at a cost of $250. 
In the year ending Sept. 30, 1895, $95,333.61 
was expended on charitable objects. 

For greater efficiency the association is di- 
vided into six departments, each with a spe- 
cial branch of work outlined for it, and each 
with one of the Vice-Presidents of the asso- 
ciation as its Chairman. The division is as 
follows: A department of temporary relief, 
a department of dwellings, a department of 
food supply, a department of schools and 
institutions, a department of hygiene, and 
a department of finance. 

Provides Temporary Relief. 

Of these the workings of the Department 
of Temporary Relief are perhaps the most 
interesting. Its duties are shortly stated, 
but cover an immense amount of ground. 
“The work of this department shall include 
such, tem 
meals and lodgings to the necessitous and 
the finding of employment.” It is in this 
last, the finding of employment, that the 
greatest difficulties are experienced. 

As a protection against that class collo- 
quially known as “liars,” who are ac- 
customed to concoct a woful tale of unde- 
served misfortune in the hope of obtaining 
the price of a drink, reference slips are pro- 
vided and a system of postal-cards put in 
force, so that the giver of the reference slip 
learns whether it has been presented and 
what has been done. Relief is given only 
after personal investigation, and the amount 
of money presented at any one time to one 
fomily is limited to $20. The beneficiary is 
obliged to refrain from intoxicating jiquors, 
no one unable to earn a living and conse- 
quently indefinitely dependent is helped, ex- 
cept in extreme cases for one or two days; 
no pensions are given, and relief is not con- 
tinued if the person hel shows no d 
to become tae Page ng. The wise be- 
stowal of relief is the most difficult task the 
department finds. Frauds are far from be- 
ing the rule, but they are .so often come 
upon that a continual watch has to be kept. 

To help the unfortunate to become self- 
supporting is the main idea toward which 
all the endeavors of the department tend, 
For this purpose a labor bureau, modeled 
somewhat on those of England, has been 
established in connection with the Cooper 
Union. The bureau is not a charity, but a 
business enterprise. It is surrounded by all 
possible rules and regulations to insure the 
helping only of those who are deserving and 
unable to find’ work, but it endeavors to 
provide labor of all sorts, both skilled and 
unskilled. By a system of registration and 
investigation it assures itself that the men 
helped are worthy, and by limiting aid to 
those who for at least six months have lived 
in New York it avoids becoming the victim 
of all unemployed men in the United States. 

Men Placed in Positions. 

During the months of October, November, 
and December of 1895 and January of 1806 
8,457 men were registered. Of these 750 had 
good references, 1,823 fair references, 352 
unsatisfactory references, and 1.001 were 
never reported. During that time there were 
531 applications from employers, and 3833 
men were placed in positions. The record 
for the month of January is an interesti 
one. During that month sixty-five men an 
boys were placed in positions, with wages 
varying from $3.50 a week to $00 a month. 
Of these a little more than one-half were 
American born, The others were of half a 
dozen other nationalities. At the end of 
February all but six of those men were 
still in the positions given them, and those 
six were Americans. 

The most pressing problem is the providing 
for unskilled labor. During the winter a 
large number of men are put to work on the 
streets removing snow. The experiment was 
tried with some doubt as to its success at 
the first snow-fall of the present winter. 
For two days 930 men were so employed, 
and the result was satisfactory beyond ex- 
pectation, Since that time the bureau has 
provided as many men as it could obtain ev- 
ery time such work was necessary. 

In August, 1801, there was an extended 
strike among the cloakmakers, and before 
the trouble was settled the bulk of the orders 
had gone to other cities. It is one of the 
most stringent rules of the bureau that no 
aid is to be given to strikers, but after the 
matter was settled and the manufacturers 
had to take the men 
as there was any work for them, 
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u * *

The Department of Hygiene has devoted 
itself to multifarious duties. It is given u 
to the study of the 5 of light, air, an 
water on the condition of the poor, and it 
takes charge of the harbor excunsions and 
other fresh air work of the association. 
Perhaps its most important work is the care 
of the people’s baths. The baths are not 
free, but are almost self-supporting, Dur- 
ing the year ending Sept. 30, 1895, 88,7326 
baths were taken. The expenses were 
$5,152.91 and the receipts $4,165.25. 

it is stated that if the baths were twice 
their present size they would be wholly pee 
supporting. That there is a great need for 
the public baths is plainly shown by the re- 
port of the Tenement House committee. In 
the vicinity of Tompkins Square, out of a 
population of 255,033, but 306 persons have 


‘access to bathrooms in the houses in which 


they live. ; 

The nationality of the bathers is about as 
follows: Germans, 80 per cent; native, 25 
per cent; Irish, 18 per cent; Italian, 20 per 
cent; Hebrew, 5 per cent; all others, 5 per 
cent. The Italians have jumped from 5 per 
cent tq. 20 per cent in two years, 

In the beginning, in spite of extended no- 
tices in the newspapers, the. peopte did not 
go to the baths. Repeated advertising and 
continual invitations failed to bring them. 
It was found necessary to go among the 
tenement houses and rout them out. ou- 
sands of cards were printed and left before 
the doors and in the mail boxes, Signs in 
@ dozen different languages were posted on 
telegraph poles and in windows. And at 
last the neighborhood woke up to the fact 
that a good thing was going to waste. This 
was in August, 1891. Since that tim 320,148 
baths have been taken. . 

Aside from the baths the fresh air work 
takes up the greater part of the attention of 
the department. Every year hun@reds of 
pate children and overworked mothers are 
taken to the seashore for a day: at a time 
and given a glimpse of free life, which is 
denied them in the crowded districts of the 
tenement region. The reports of the work 
are worth thinking about. In the season of 
18)4-"05 17,922 persons were given an outi 
at a total cost for transportation of $3,221.25. 
The total expenditure for maintenance, re- 
pairs, printing, caretakers, transportation, 
help, provisions, supplies, kitchen utensils, 
and everything else was $10,791. Special 
parties to the number of 2.27 persons are 
included in the expense report, but not in 
the report of individuals, so that the entire 
cost was in the neighborhood of 50 cents for 
each person given a day at the seashore. 


Farms the City Lots. 

Beyond the work of the several depart- 
ments the association has interested itself in 
the cultivation of city lots, an idea brought 
forward by Mayor Pingree of Detroit. The 
plan was first taken up by the city, Several. 
thousand acres of property were offered for 
use, but from lack of funds the city was able 
to use only 430 acres, 8,760 city lots. Nine 
hundred and forty-five families received 
plats of land, and were supported through 
the winter by their potato crops alone ata 
cost of only $3.60 apiece to the Mayor’s com- 
mittee. 

The work was then placed in the hands of 
the association. As a result, though the 
organization was hasty and incomplete.

T im was rather an unusual gathering

-old Dearborn Public School No. 1 were bid- 
den, with many conjectures as to the prob- 
able response.

They came in such 
numbers that the afternoon for which a pro- 
gram of addresses, old songs, and poems had 
been planned was gone in the mere effer- 
vescence of recognition and reminiscence.
